In the United States, the cost 
Was $198,600,000,000, or an average 
ci Silly $162 per person. 

This purchasing of the munitions 
and supplies of war was done by 
Minister Howe, who is now head of 
the Recoystruction and Supply De- 
partment, but who during the war 
handled his job as head of thg Depart- 
ment of Munitions and Supply, He 
is the only man in the United Nations 
war effort who took on the job of 
buying war supplies at the beginning 
of the war and carried it through to 
the end, 


ANSWERING THE CRITICS 


When the Reconstruction Bill came 
from parliament a few days ago, 
Minister Howe was under fire from 
the Tory sharp-shooters, Many of 
their questions centered on the $900,- 
000 playt of Research Enterprises 
Limited which was built near Toron- 
to for the production of radar and 
optical instruments. [The critics 
charged that this expensive set-up 
was not being used to Ma best ad- 
vantage, 

Minister Howe galntad et that it 
would cost something like $8,000,000 
to meet the anual payroll of tha 
trained personnel of Research JEn- 
terprise Limited, but that there would 
be nothing within the present set-up 
of the plant which they could tum 
aut There ig enough radar equip- 
ment in Canada, made by this plant 
to meet every requiremnt, 

Moreover the plant which hiad been 
finishing optcal glass had enough on 
hand to supply Canada’s market for 
at least two years, And aa if this 
were not all of the problem, Research 
Enterprises Limited had made a sur: 
plus of optica] instruments which 
would meet the market needs for well 
over ten years. 

Satisfied on this point, the critics 
returned to the fight by wanting ta 
know why a building which had cost 
$500,000 had been sold for $150,000, 
Minister Howe painted out that the 
Research Enterprises Limited build- 
ing was specia] purpose construction 
and that it would need very - ex: 
tensive remodelling for any new en- 
terprise, 

The building had been purchased hy 
subsidiary of the American Corning 
Glass Works, and this subsidiary has 
promised to spend $800,000 remodel- 
ing the building so as to bring) a new 
tppe of production to Canada. The 
remodelling will mean jobs for work:. 
mey doing the work as well as johs 
for workmen supplying the materia. 
When the new product is being turn- 
ed out, it will mean additional jobs.

FAMILY ALLOWANCE FIGURE 

Some absolutely fascinating statis- 
tics are now available regarding the 
working out of the Family Allowance 
legislation in Canada. (This scheme 
was launched last July, exabling all 
children of low-income * families to 
have cash incomes for nutrition, ed- 
ucation and similar expenditures, 

In July the parents of 2,956,544 
children reveived the allowances on 
their behalf; by October the number 
had reached 3,168,187. The number 
of families involved is interesting. In 
July payments went to 1,287,754 tern-| 


ilies; in October payments went to 
1,354,575 families. The average al- 
lowance per home was $14.18 in July, 
and $14,27 in October. 

But perhaps the chief figure of 
eoncern to the national economy ia 
the total disbursement. In July the 
government paid out $17,560,934. In 
October it was $19,059,972. This 
money, spread throughout the econ- 
omic structure of the country, and 
going directly into the production of 
essential daily requirements, must 
exert a tremendous influence for goog 
on Canada’s commercial life,

President of Bank of Montreal Says Inflationary Pressures

— ‘Government ‘can'‘distribute no benefits. that. individuals, - 
through their labour, do not provide,’ George W. Spinney, president of 
the Bank of Montreal told shareholders at their 128th annual meeting 
recently. He expressed the opinion that Canadians' would continlé to 
expect more in the way of government facilities and assistance in thé 
future than they did before the war and made it clear that he felt there

laid for a new democratic Germany which will comprehend the values of 
peaceful living and co-operation with other nations,

; Blazing Oil 


Threatened A Whole Village When 
Enemy Planes Scored A Hit 

Blazing oil, cascading down a 
hillside, threatened a whole village 
when one enemy plane attacked the 
Admiralty fuel oil installation at 
Pembroke Dock in August, 1940, 
Starting an 18-day fight against the 
most protracted oil fire of the war. 

This and other big blazes of the 
war were recalled by. V. J. Wilmoth 
to fellow members of the Institute 
of Petrcleum. In May 1944 when 
enemy planes bombed Swanvale oil 
‘installation at Falmouth, escaping 
spirits flowed into a.small stream in 
the valley below imperilling a num- 
ber of nearby houses. 

Cottages were evacuated, barri- 
cades of empty drums and earth were 
built to confine the fiery overflow 
and the fire was overcome after 21 
hours. 

The Thames Estuary was the scene 
of a fire which lasted 5% days. In 
an enemy air attack on Sept. 6, 
1940, an oil tank at Thames Haven 
was hit and the fire spread to two 
other tanks. On the following day 
in a further attack a direct hit was 
scored on another large tank. Dur- 
ing a third fire, started Sept. 16, an 
enémy bomb fired yet another tank 
and this fire lasted for 344 days. 

Mr. Wilmoth disclosed that when 
war began 90 per cent. of Britain’s 
petroleum stocks were stored in some 
40 major installations.

Brief Sugar | History: 


Outside of India, sugar was un- 
known to the ancients but in 627 A.D, 
it was mentioned among; the spoils 
taken by the Byrzantines in the con- 
quest of Persia, Much later, in 1270 
China learned the art from India and 
had an extensive industry. By this 
time, sugar cane was flourishing in 
Arabia, Egypt, Spain and other 
countries but it was not until about 
1350, when a Venetian discovered the 
art of refining, that sugar became of 
any rea] importance. 

Even as recently as 1500, sugar sola 
for the exhorbitant price of $53 a 
hundred in London and it was som 
tyears later, when Elizabeth of Eng- 
land used sugar in her hjusehold, 
"before sugar was considered part of 
the diet, The ‘West Indies and South 
America grew sugar cane by that 
time but around the year 1800 the 
world’s annual production was still 
below 100,000 tong, Then Napoleor, 
Bonaparte founded the beet sugar 
industry and then begen the great 
race betwen sugar from beets and}, 
sugar from cane. 

By the year 1912 just one hundred 
years after Napoleon's second devree 
establishing the industry, the world’s 
sugar production pagsed tweuty mil- 
lion tons of which about one-half wes 
beet sugar. This tremendous pro- 
duction has been exceeded by over 
fifty percent since then, but owing 
to the dislocation of the European 
beet industry during the great war 
the production of cane sugar has 
passed beet sugar by a considerable 
margin. In fact, the great increase 
fn cane sugar production caused a 
surplus to ‘accumulate, which) re- 
sulted in the Jowest sugar prices in 
the world’s history in 1939, ‘when 
Ouban faw sugar delivered at the 
port of New York sold for 57 vents 
per ‘hundred pounds,
